1  The  explosion  occurred  at  floor  level  in  rows  10  or  11 
!  tf  the  passenger  cabin,  blowing  one  seat  out  through  the 
lole  as  the  jet  flew  at  15,000  feet,  TWA  President 
diehard  D.  Pearson  said  in  New  York.  A  senior  Athens 


airport  security  official,  Panagiotiso  Christopoulos,  had 
said  the  blast  occurred  in  the  cargo  section  below  the 
seats. 

The  airline  said  121  people  were  on  board,  including 
111  passengers,  sevencrew  members  and  three  off-duty 
crew  members.  The.  flight  originated  in  LoS  Angeles, 
stopped  in  New  York  and  was  scheduled  to  go  on  to 
Cairo,  Egypt,  after  leaving  Athens. 

“There  was  a  big  bang  and  then  the  man  beside  me 
was  blown  out  along  with  his  seat,”  said  Ibrahim  al- 
Nami,  29,  a  SaudiArabian  passenger  who  was  among 
the  injured.  “I  felt  myself  being  pulled  out  too  and  I 
hung  on  to  my  wife’s  seat  beside  me.” 

Three  bodies  were  found  on  an  unused  Greek  air  force 
landing  strip  outside  Argos,  120  miles  southwest  of 
Athens,  said  Christopoulos.  Police  said  all  four  bodies 
were,  recovered. 


He  identified  the  dead  as  Alberto  Stino,  a  Colombian- 
born  American;  Dimitra  Stylianopoulu,  52,  a  Greek;  her 
daughter,  Maria,  25;  and  her  infant  granddaughter.  The 
baby’s  name  and  age  were  not  given. 

A  reporter  in  Argos,  Georgios  Seraphim,  told  The 
Associated  Press  that  a  shepherd  saw  the  bodies  tumb¬ 
ling  from  the  sky. 

“The  villagers  found  them  —  the  partly  dismembered 
body  of  an  elderly  man,  a  woman  and  a  baby  girl,  about 
18  months  old,  and  a  shattered  plane  seat,”  Seraphim 
said.  He  said  “part  of  a  leg”  of  a  fourth  person  was  found. 

Christopoulos  at  one  point  said  another  man  and 
another  baby  were  missing,  but  those  reports  turned 
out  to  be  wrong. 

The  Palestinian  group,  Arab  Revolutionary  Cells, 
claimed  responsibility  for  the  bombing  in  an  anonymous 
telephone  call  to  a  Western  news  agency  in  Beirut, 


Lebanon. 

The  caller,  speaking  in  Palestinian-accented  Arabic, 
said  the  Ezzedine  Kassam  Unit  of  the  Arab  Revolution¬ 
ary  Cells  planted  the  bomb  aboard  the  plane  in  retalia¬ 
tion  for  last  week’s  U.S.  military  confrontation  with 
Libya  in  the  Gulf  of  Sidra. 

It  was  a  response  “to  American  imperialist  attacks 
against  our  Arab  nation  and  the  Jamahiriya  (Libya),”  he 
said. 

He  denounced  “American  arrogance  and  attempts  to 
dominate  our  Arab  nation,”  and  said  his  group  would 
stage  further  attacks  against  U.S.  targets  “across  the 
world.” 

There  was  no  immediate  official  Libyan  comment  on 
the  attack.  But  an  employee  of  the  government  news 
agency  in  Tripoli,  Libya,  asserted  that  it  had  “nothing  to 
do  with  us.”

With  the  drop  in  oil  and  gasoline 
prices,  students  will  be  able  to  drive, 
ride  the  bus  or  fly  home  on  a  tighter 
budget. 

American  Auto  Association  figures 
show  regular  and  unleaded  state 
gasoline  prices  down  an  average  of  22 
cents.  The  national  average  is  down 
from  $1.24  to  96  cents  for  unleaded 
gas  and  regular  is  down  from  above  $1 
to  89  cents  per  gallon  nationally. 

The  biggest  state  decrease  in  gas 
prices  occurred  in  Colorado.  Un¬ 
leaded  gas  dropped  from  $1.23  in 
July,  1985,  to  $.84  as  of  March  25, 
1986,  said  Connie  Gartrell,  consultant 
in  the  road  department  of  the  AAA. 

As  a  result,  students  driving  home 
to  Denver,  a  distance  of  slightly  more 
than  500  miles,  will  pay  only  $19.60 
this  spring. 

Although  the  miles  per  gallon  fi¬ 
gure  varies  for  certain  makes  and 
years  of  cars,  the  average  is  25  mpg. 
Last  summer’s  cost  in  a  car  with  un¬ 
leaded  gasoline  getting  25  mpg  would 


have  been  $25.20. 

Prices  are  low  in  Denver  for  air 
fares  as  well  as  gasoline. 

“Prices  are  as  low  as  they’ve  ever 
been,  especially  for  students  going  to 
the  East  coast,”  said  Elaine  Clark, 
special  accounts  consultant  for  a 
travel  agency.  She  said  the  agency 
tries  to  schedule  all  flights  through 
Denver  since  most  reductions  are  tak¬ 
ing  place  in  Denver. 

For  example,  a  flight  to  Denver 
from  Salt  Lake  is  $29,  down  from  $49 
in  December.  She  said  a  flight  from 
Denver  to  New  York  is  down  to  $69. 

Clark  said  lower  air  fares  are  due  to 
stiff  competition  between  airlines;  the 
drop  in  oil  prices  allows  airlines  to 
keep  their  fares  down,  although 
prices  are  expected  to  rise  at  the  end 
of  April. 

Bus  fares  are  also  down  from  last 
year.  The  price  for  any  one-way  ticket 
over  1,000  miles  costs  only  $119,  said 
Bill  Tibbitts,  of  a  local  bus  station.  He 
said  prices  are  down  due  to  lower  oil 
costs. 

With  travel  costs  down,  students 
will  be  able  to  leave  school  for  a  sum¬ 
mer  break  for  less  money.  Bus,  car 
and  plane  prices  reflecting  lower  oil 
prices  allow  tourism  and  student 
travel  to  increase.

The  Pushkin  Foreign  Language  In¬ 
stitute  is  a  center  in  Moscow  that  is 
designed  to  specifically  teach  Russian 
to  foreign  students.  There  are  appro¬ 
ximately  70  different  countries  repre¬ 
sented  at  the  institute. 

There  is  no  tuition  fee  at  the  Push¬ 
kin  Institute,  since  education  is  paid 
for  by  the  socialist  government  of  the 
U.S.S.R. 

About  70  students  from  the  United 
States  study  Russian  at  the  institute 
each  semester,  according  to  Tchebo¬ 
tarev.  He  said  the  number  of  Amer¬ 
icans  enrolled  in  the  institute  is 


affected  by  diplomatic  relations  be¬ 
tween  the  two  countries. 

The  institute  emphasizes  two 
areas,  teaching  Russian  to  foreign 
students  and  research.  It  also  offers 
correspondent  courses  for  teachers 
and  others  who  are  interested  in  the 
technicalities  of  the  Russian  lan¬ 
guage,  he  said. 

Traditions  and  language 

For  students  learning  Russian  at 
the  institute,  the  school  incorporates  , 
the  study  of  traditions  of  the  country 
and  of  the  language. 

“To  know  the  language  is  not  just  to 
know  grammar,  but  to  understand 
tradition,”  said  Tchebotarev. 

The  institute  also  maintains  an  in¬ 
tense  graduate  study  program  for 
Russian  and  foreign  students. 

There  is  a  significant  social  life  at 
the  institute,  said  Tchebotarev.  “At 
any  one  time  there  will  be  representa¬ 
tives  from  20  different  countries, 
Arabs,  Vietnamese,  Italians  and  Ger¬ 
mans,”  he  said,  listing  a  few.

Soon  after  becoming  chairman  of  the  commis¬ 
sion,  Salonga  estimated  that  Marcos  and  his  “cro¬ 
nies,”  as  his  associates  are  called  here,  had  looted 
up  to  $10  billion  in  public  funds. 


Salonga  said  titles  to  the  Philippine  land  were 
given  to  commission  member  Ramon  Diaz  in  Van¬ 
couver,  Canada,  by  Jose  Y.  Campos,  a  Marcos 
associate,  and  Campos  also  identified  the  former 
president’s  dummy  companies  and  their  holdings. 

Diaz  said  the  titles  cover  about  19,000  acres  that 
Marcos  acquired  “dirt  cheap,”  including  land  in  a 
suburban  Manila  commercial  and  office  center  and 
along  an  expressway. 

The  commission  member  said  he  also  expects  to 
soon  retrieve  titles  to  about  .300  acres  of  seafront 
land  that  Marcos  allegedly  acquired  near  an  indust¬ 
rial  complex  outside  Manila. 

According  to  Salonga,  real  estate  holdings  in 
New  York  estimated  to  be  worth  more  than  $350 
million  pose  a  dilemma  for  Marcos.

Rudy  Chavez,  state  police  dis¬ 
patcher  in  Socorro,  said  the  medical 
investigator  reported  that  all  aboard 
the  aircraft  were  dead. 

“The  wreckage  is  scattered  over  a 
mile  radius,”  at  the  scene  10  miles 
north  of  Magdalena. 

Bob  Hlady,  spokesman  for  Uni¬ 
versity  of  New  Mexico  Hospital,  said 
the  hospital’s  helicopter  ambulance 
was  dispatched  to  the  scene  but  “did 
not  come  back  with  anybody.” 


France  faces  instability,  uncertainty

L Recent  elections  in  France,  which  produced  a  unique 
mbination  of  liberal  and  conservative  factions  in  the 
|  government,  will  cause  a  period  of  uncertainty,  instabil¬ 
ity  and  even  chaos  according  to  a  BYU  visiting  pro- 
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Professor  Frank  Lee  Wilson,  who  returned  last  week 
from  monitoring  the  elections  that  gave  a  two-seat 
t  majority  to  the  right-wing  opposition  of  Socialist  Presi- 
1  dent  Francois  Mitterrand,  indicated  this  is  a  unique' 
(  situation  for  a  unique  governmental  system. 


“The  French  Democracy  offers  an  unusual  blend  of 
the  parliamentary  and  presidential  systems,  which  has 
worked  well  for  France  up  until  now,”  Wilson  said.  “No 
other  government  is  comparable.” 

The  current  situation  is  uncertain  because  it  has  nev¬ 
er  happened  before. 

“The  French  president  has  more  power  than  presi¬ 
dents  in  other  democracies,  and  Mitterrand  has  been  the 
most  powerful  ever.  But  before,  the  president  has  al¬ 
ways  had  the  majority  support  of  his  party  in  parlia¬ 
ment,”  Wilson  said. 

In  evaluating  the  situation,  Wilson  said  there  are 
three  primary  considerations: 

First,  the  election  indicates  a  sharp  reversal  in  recent 
trends  and  a  switch  from  left  to  right. 

“In  the  ‘76  elections  the  left  gained  the  parliamentary 
majority  at  51  percent,  and  their  position  strengthened 
to  57  percent  in  ‘81.  The  recent  results  are  a  repudiation 
of  the  Socialist  government,”  Wilson  said. 

“The  Socialists  alienated  the  public  by  politics  that 


were  more  aggressive  than  necessary,  giving  the" 
appearance  of  radicalism,  and  by  having  continuing  eco¬ 
nomic  problems  including  high  unemployment,  inflation 
and  taxes,”  he  said. 

The  second  important  consideration  is  the  apparent 
collapse  of  the  communist  party. 

“They  are  not  moderate,  and  have  become  increasing¬ 
ly  aggressive  and  revolutionary  in  their  rhetoric.  Their 
drop  in  control  from  25  percent  to  9.8  percent  is  leading 
to  speculation  that  the  Communists  are  being  pushed  to 
the  fringes  and  may  die  out  altogether,”  Wilson  said. 

Third,  it  is  the  first  attempt  at  a  “cohabitational” 
government,  which  is  required  by  the  constitution  of  the 
28-year-old  Fifth  Republic. 

“They  have  a  strong,  committed  socialist  president 
trying  to  govern  with  a  conservative  majority  that  is 
much  more  solid  than  it  appears,”  Wilson  said. 

“We  can  get  away  with  it  in  the  U.S.  because  our 
political  parties  are  fairly  similar  and  there  is  a  good  deal 
of  voting  across  party  lines.  In  France  the  parties  are 


polarized  and  vote  in-block,”  he  said. 

Last  week,  Mitterrand  named  Paris  Mayor  Jacques 
Chirac  as  prime  minister,  taking  the  first  step  toward 
cohabitation.  Chirac  has  wide  conservative  support  and 
is  the  leader  of  the  neo-Gaulist  Rally  for  the  Republic. 

Speculation  on  the  eventual  outcome  of  the  cohabita¬ 
tional  experiment  varies,  but  there  appear  to  be  three 
major  options:  the  president  might  call  for  a  new  nation¬ 
al  assembly  (disolving  the  new  parliament),  or  he  might 
resign  himself,  or  cohabitation  might  hold  up. 

According  to  Wilson,  the  cohabitation  effort  will  like¬ 
ly  be  mainly  a  political  tool  in  preparation  for  the  upcom¬ 
ing  presidential  elections. 

While  there  may  be  changes  in  domestic  affairs,  in¬ 
cluding  the  privitization  of  maj  or  industries  nationalized 
under  the  socialists  and  loosening  of  government  econo¬ 
mic  regulation,  Wilson  feels  there  will  be  little  change  in 
.  foreign  affairs  and  American  policy. 

“The  only  new  challenge  for  American  leaders  will  be 
knowing  who  is  speaking  for  France,”  he  said.

Rains  threaten  to  swell  lake 


As  storm  clouds  threaten  more  rain,  Great  Salt 
Lake  continues  to  rise  to  levels  not  reached  since 
1879,  leaving  state,  county,  and  local  government 
officials  questioning  who  is  going  to  fund  the  flood 
protection  for  the  lake’s  surroundings. 

The  lake  level  has  risen  six  to  seven  inches  in  the 
past  month  to  the  level  of  4,210.5  feet  above  sea 
level,  according  to  the  Water  Resources  Division  of 
the  U.S.  Geological  Survey. 

“It  brings  us  closer  to  the  point  where  we  have  to 


“We’ve  already  lost  all  the  wildlife  refuges  and 
duck  clubs,”  Holzworth  said,  “and  the  lake  is  less 
than  a  foot  from  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad.” 

Holzworth  said  others  in  danger  are  Rose  Park 
City,  several  hundred  homes,  farmlands  and  high¬ 
ways.  The  Salt  Lake  International  Airport, 
businesses  and  sewerage  plants  may  also  be 
affected.

JOHANNESBURG,  South  Africa 
(AP)  —  Bishop  Desmond  Tutu,  risk¬ 
ing  arrest  for  treason,  said  Wednes¬ 
day  that  only  harsh  economic  sanc¬ 
tions  can  force  the  white  government 
to  change  its  course  and  avert  “a 
catastrophe  in  this  land.” 

The  black  Anglican  bishop  said  he 
realized  he  might  be  prosecuted  for 
making  his  first  direct  call  for  sanc¬ 
tions,  but  said  he  did  not  care  because 
“our  children  are  dying,  our  land  is 
burning  and  bleeding.” 

“I  call  the  international  community 
to  apply  punitive  sanctions  against 
this  government  to  help  us  establish  a 
new  South  Africa:  non-racial,  demo¬ 
cratic,  participatory  and  just,”  he 


Tutu,  the  bishop  of  Johannesburg 
who  won  the  1984  Nobel  Peace  Prize 
for  his  eloquent  opposition  to  apar¬ 
theid,  did  not  recommend  specific 
sanctions  but  said  they  should  be 
punitive,  coordinated  and  immediate. 

He  told  a  news  conference  interna¬ 
tional  pressure  is  the  only  hope  for 
ending  the  racial  policy  through 


which  5  million  whites  deny  rights  to 
the  24  million  blacks. 

Information  Minister  Louis  Nel 
said  sanctions  “would  lead  to  unem¬ 
ployment  and  misery,  would  increase 
polarization  and  escalate  violence  in 
South  Africa.” 

“The  South  African  government 
will  not  succumb  to  pressure  from 
whatever  quarter,  but  will  continue 
along  the  difficult  path  of  peaceful 
constitutional  development,”  he  said. 

No  government  official  would  indi¬ 
cate  whether  legal  action  would  be 
taken.  Doing  so  would  be  risky  be¬ 
cause  of  the  intense  international  cri¬ 
ticism  South  Africa  already  faces  and 
the  great  respect  Tutu  commands.

Merlene  Sanders,  director  of  quality 
assessment  and  risk  management  for 
Utah  Valley  Regional  Medical  Center 
(UVRMC),  was  unwilling  to  divulge  hos¬ 
pital  figures  for  voluntary  sterilizations  at 
UVRMC,  a  389-bed  facility. 

Robert  P.  Romney,  an  obstetrician/ 
gynecologist  (OBGYN)  who  is  the  medical 
director  at  UVRMC,  said  women  undergo 
sterilization  for  different  reasons. 

“There  are  a  number  of  different 
reasons  why  women  are  surgically  steril¬ 
ized.  A  sterilization  procedure  could  be 


performed  for  the  health  of  the  woman.  If 
being  pregnant  will  cause  health  prob¬ 
lems,  then  she  may  choose  to  have  a  tubal 
ligation,”  he  said. 

According  to  Romney,  there  are  many 
different  types  of  tubal  ligations.  “The 
tube  could  be  plugged  through  the  cervix. 
This  method  is  only  experimental.  A  more 
common  method  used  for  young  women 
who  want  temporary  birth  control  is  a  liga¬ 
tion  with  the  hulka  clip.  The  clip  causes 
very  little  damage  to  the  tube  and  can  be 
removed  at  a  later  date  when  the  woman 
wants  to  start  her  family.” 

Romney  explained  that  other  proce¬ 
dures  can  be  permanent.  “A  woman  can 
have  her  tubes  tied.  At  a  later  date  the 
tubes  could  be  untied,  but  the  chance  of 
tubal  damage  is  great  which  would  per¬ 
manently  prevent  pregnancy.” 
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Maple  syrup  crop 
cut  50  percent 
by  warm  spell 

MONTPELIER,  Vt.  (AP)  —  Unseasonably 
warm  weather  is  ruining  much  of  this  year’s  maple 
syrup  crop,  and  consumers  who  love  to  pour  the 
sweet  stuff  over  their  pancakes  will  find  it  scarcer 
and  more  expensive. 

Vermont,  which  leads  the  nation  in  maple  syrup 
production,  may  be  headed  to  its  worst  maple  syrup 
season  on  rq.cord,  with  predictions, that  at  beat  the, 
state  will  produce  half  of  last  year’s  crop. 

“If  we  are  fortunate,  we  will  come  off  with  half  a , 
crop,”  William  Paine,  Vermont’s  deputy  commis¬ 
sioner  of  agriculture,  said  Wednesday. 

Thomas  Todd,  the  president  of  the  New  York 
State  Maple  Producers,  said  “this  season’s  been  so 
bad  we  don’t  want  to  talk  about  it.” 

The  problem  has  been  the  weather.  Cold  nights, 
warm  days  and  a  good  snow  cover  is  the  recipe  for 
the  best  sap  runs.  This  year,  though,  the  weather 
has  been  too  warm  to  generate  strong  runs. 

The  season  is  always  short,  tucked  between  the 
last  days  of  winter  and  the  first  buds  on  the  trees. 
Once  the  buds  appear,  the  sap  slows  and  its  quality 
drops. 

Vermont  produced  535,000  gallons  of  syrup  last 
year;  New  York  produced  325,000.  The  twb  states 
account  for  about  75  percent  of  the  syrup  produced 
in  the  nation. 

In  New  Hampshire,  which  produces  about  92,000 
gallons  a  year,  Agriculture  Commissioner  Stephen 
Taylor  said  production  is  about  one-third  of  normal. 

“This  is  the  worst  season  in  10  years,”  Taylor

Marvin  said  he  expects  the  price  of  syrup  will 
climb  this  year  —  and  some  people  will  have  to  do 
without. 

“I  think  logically  the  price  is  going  to  go  up  and 
some  people  are  not  going  to  get  syrup,”  he  said.

New  talk  show 
goes  worldwide 


Taiwan  won't 
be  annexed, 
says  speaker

The  Republic  of  China  “Taiwan”  is  a  nation,  not  a 
province,  and  it  will  continue  to  be  a  nation,  said  a 
professor  of  international  studies  from  Rhodes  Col¬ 
lege  in  Memphis,  Tenn. 

John  F.  Copper,  who  spoke  to  nearly  100  stu¬ 
dents  at  the  David  M.  Kennedy  Center  for  Interna¬ 
tional  Studies  Tuesday  on  “Taiwan:  Nation  or  Pro¬ 
vince,”  said  he  sees  Taiwan  as  a  country  that  has 
'  done  well  for  itself. 

Copper,  who  elaborated  on'  the  history  of 
Taiwan,  attributed  Taiwan’s  success  to  its  econo¬ 
mic  prosperity  and  political  stability. 

Responding  to  Copper’s  comments,  Paul  V. 
Hyer,  BYU  professor  of  Chinese  history,  said  the 
people  of  Taiwan  have  developed  these  two  factors 
successfully  because  of  external  and  internal 
forces. 

Externally,  it  has  been  an  effort  by  the  national¬ 
ist  government  supported  by  its  people  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  international  community  such  as  Un¬ 
ited  States  and  Japan. 

Internally,  the  people  of  Taiwan  have  maintained 
a  high  level  of  education,  have  resolved  many  prob¬ 
lems  within  the  country  and  have  concentrated  op 
raising  the  standard  of  living. 

They  have  been  able  to  make  great  progress 
towards  a  democratic  society,  said  Hyer. 

According  to  Copper,  half  of  Taiwan’s  GNP  is 
exported.  They  are  the  fourth  largest  trading  part¬ 
ner  with  the  United  States  and  11th  in  the  world. 

Ever  since  the  nationalist  government  of  China 
moved  to  Taiwan  in  1949  because  of  the  communist 
takeover,  Taiwan  has  modernized  and  has  linked 
'  itself  to  the  western  world,  said  Copper.

On  the  other  hand,  the  People’s  Republic  of  Chi¬ 
na  has  not  progressed  as  well. 

“One  could  say  they  definitely  have  gone  in  two 
different  directions,”  said  Copper.  Taiwan’s  econo¬ 
mic  development  is  considered  a  model  for  other 
countries  to  follow  because  of  its  success,  he  said. 

Taiwan  is  about  eight  to  10  times  ahead  of  the 
PRC  in  economic  development  and  per  capita  in¬ 
come,  said  Copper. 

It  is  not  likely,  in  the  near  future,  that  the  main¬ 
land  will  be  successful  in  annexing  Taiwan,  he  con¬ 
tinued. 

“Taiwan  doesn’t  think  of  mainland  China  that 
much.”  The  absence  of  modern  technology  is  one  of 
the  reasons,  he  said. 

“Since  1949,  there  has  been  no  governmental 
contact  between  the  two  Chinas.  The  concept  of 
national  sovereignty  is  a  very  strong  one  in 
Taiwan,”  he  said. 

According  to  Hyer,  there  are  more  than  300 
Chinese  students  at  BYU  and  more  than  2,000  re¬ 
turned  missionaries  who  have  served  Asian,  mis¬ 
sions.

Irrigation  schemes  to  aid  in  water  dis¬ 
tribution  and  preservation  have  increased 
the  problems  with  disease.  Dams  slow 
down  the  flow  of  water,  causing  it  to  stag¬ 
nate  long  enough  for  insects  to  breed, 
Lucas  said.  To  compound  the  problem, 
there  is  also  spillage  from  the  dams. 

The  dilemma  with  mosquitos  is  almost 
impossible  to  solve,  said  Lucas. 

“If  we  got  rid  of  all  but  one  percent  of 
the  mosquitos  in  Africa  today,  we  would 
still  have  40  times  the  rate  required  to 
maintain  infection.” 


Lucas  said  mosquitos  also  breed  in  the 
mountains.  They  come  down,  bite  the  peo¬ 
ple  and  spread  infection. 

The  invention  of  new  drugs  or  vaccines 
seem  to  be  the  only  possible  relief  for  the 
future  according  to  Lucas. 

“Health  workers  (in  Africa)  all  face  the 
same  problems.  They  realize  several  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  should  be  used  for  intense 
research,  but  their  funds  are  all  used  up.” 

Long-term  research,  Lucas  said,  is  the 
only  thing  to  be  done  to  improve  the  cur¬ 
rent  situation.

that  indicated  such  a  law  would  save' 
money,  the  Congressional  Budget  Office 
thought  it  would  increase  health  care  costs 
and  it  was  vetoed. 

“Any  bill  that  Congress  thinks  will  add 
to  the  budget  deficit  will  be  vetoed,”  said 
Hatch.  And  although  Hatch  admitted  that 
Congress  itself  is  responsible  for  the 
national  deficit,  he  defended  federal 
budget  cuts. 

When  asked  by  a  member  of  the  audi¬ 
ence  what  the  federal  government  is  doing 
for  the  homeless,  56  percent  of  whom  are 
mentally  ill,  Hatch  admitted  that  not  a  lot 
is  being  done.  “We  just  don’t  have  enough 
money,”  he  said.  “We  used  to  have  the 
community  take  care  of  problems  like 
these.  Now  we  look  to  the  federal  govern¬ 


ment.” 

Although  Hatch  said  he  personally  be¬ 
lieves  that  government  should  help  those 
who  cannot  help  themselves,  he  pointed 
out  that  the  constitution  lists  the  national 
defense  as  the  number  one  priority  of  the 
federal  government.  '  ’ 

“The  national  welfare  is  second,”  he 
said.  Hatch  indicated  that  the  fathers  of 
the  constitution  wanted  state  and  local 
government  to  be  responsible  for  Health 
and  Human  Services. 

Hatch,  who  is  the  chairman  of  the  Hu¬ 
man  Labor  and  Resource  Committee, 
helps  administer  money  for  health,  educa¬ 
tion,  welfare  and  other  human  services. 
This  committee  has  the  third  largest 
budget  in  the  world.

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Illegal  drug  use  in  NFL 
not  big  problem,  says  QB

Illegal  drug  use  in  the  National  Football 
League  is  “not  as  bad  as  everybody  thinks 
it  is,”  Miami  Dolphin  quarterback  t)an 
Marino  said  Wednesday. 

Marino  was  in  Provo  as  part  of  Utah 
Valley  Regional  Medical  Center’s  “Doc¬ 
tor’s  Week.”  The  three-time  Pro  Bowl 
performer  spoke  to  a  group  of  physicians 


Clark  Auditorium  of  the  medical  center. 
Ostensibly,  Marino  was  slated  to  discuss 
his  rehabilitation  after  two  separate  knee 
operations. 

However,  during  the  question-and-an- 
swer  period  following  his  prepared  re¬ 
marks,  Marino  cautiously  fielded  ques¬ 
tions  about  the  severity  of  the  drug 
problem  among  professional  football  play- 


“The  players  don’t  want  drugs  in  the 
league,”  Marino  said.  “It’s  not  as  bad  a 
problem  as  everybody  thinks  it  is.  I  think 
the  whole  situation  is  over-written  in  the 
papers.  If  there  is  a  player  with  a  problem, 
I  think  eveyone  in  the  NFL  would  want 
that  person  to  have  help.” 

Marino  side-stepped  the  question  of 
mandatory  drug  testing  for  players.  “It’s  a 
touchy  question.  The  owners  have  made 
drug  testing  a  big  problem  in  the  public 
eye.  But  the  players  association  has  a  deal 
through  the  collective  bargaining  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  owners  that  there  will  be  no 
mandatory  drug  testing  for  the  next  sea¬ 
son.  I  think  we  should  follow  that  agree¬ 
ment  for  another  year. 


“Players  with  a  drug  problem  can  go 
through  the  players  association  to  get 


help,  and  that  program  has  been  success¬ 
ful,”  Marino  said. 

“Sure  there  are  problems  with  drugs 
.  and  alcohol  in  the  NFL,  but  these  things 
are  problems  everywhere  else  in  life.  The 
media  involvement  with  professional  ath¬ 
letes  makes  a  big  difference.  Everbody 
knows  what’s  happening  with  the  pro  foot¬ 
ball  player,”  he  said,

may  reduce  tourism

Fear  of  terrorism  and  the  weakening  of  the 
American  dollar  may  bring  a  “home,  sweet  home” 
trend  to  the  nation’s  travel  industry  this  year. 

According  to  travel  consultants,  many  vacation¬ 
ers  are  planning  to  stay  closer  to  home,  shunning 
such  once  alluring  destinations  as  Europe  arid. the ' 
Mediterranean.  This  trend  may  lead  to  a  boom  in 
domestic  travel,  including  cruise  ships  Sailing  main¬ 
ly  on  inland  waterways. 

Americans  took  nearly  29  million  trips  to  foreign 
destinations  in  1985  —  an  all-time  record  —  and 
spent  some  $8  billion  more  overseas  than  foreigners 
spent  in  the  United  States,-  reports  Travel  Agent 


But  many  in  the  tourist  industry  expect  this  sea¬ 
son  to  see  a  sharp  drop  in  overseas  travel  because  of 
the  increasing  number  of  canceled  tour  bookings. 

The  American  Society  of  Travel  Agents,  citing  a 
threat  to  world  peace  and  a  disruption  in  business, 
asked  President  Reagan  and  other  world  leaders  to 
crack  down  on  terrorism. 

“Current  information  clearly  shows  that  recent 
incidents  of  terrorism  have  negatively  impacted 
overseas  travel  to  a  number  of  regions  of  the 
world,”  said  Joseph  Hallissey,  chairman  of  the 
trade  group,  which  has  22,000  numbers. 

“The  results  in  this  drop  in  tourism,  if  not  dealt 
with  in  a  positive  mannerby  all  responsible  author¬ 
ities,  could  be  extremely  severe  in  socio-economic 
terms  to  our  businesses  and  our  nation.” 

Hallissey  added  in  a  telegram  to  the  president, 
that  “travel  is  an  instrument  of  peace  because  it 
brings  together  people  of  all  nations  and  all  cul¬ 
tures.  Any  attempt  to  create  fear  among  travelers 
constitutes  a  serious  threat  to  world  peace.” 

Some  travel  consultants  also  believe  the  declin¬ 
ing  value  of  the  American  dollar  may  keep  veteran 
overseas  travelers  'closer  to  home  this  year. 

“Many  of  these  travlers  who  might  otherwise  be 
cruising  the  Mediterranean  next  season  will  in¬ 
stead  be  rediscovering  America  in  the  safety  of  our 
own  waters,”  said  Charles  Robertson,  president  of 
the  American  Cruise  Lines. 

“We  look  forward  to  showing  them  an  America' 
they  never  knew  existed.” 

Heavier-than-normal  advance  bookings  for 
spring  and  summer  cruises  have  been  reported  by 
Robertson’s  company.

Herold,  a  cine¬ 
ma  professor  at  Santa  Anna  Col¬ 
lege,  drove  to  BYU  personally  from 
Southern  California  in  order  to  see 
how  archives  material  is  treated 
here  at  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library. 

“I  began  collecting  movie  posters 
long  before  it  became  a  popular 
thing  to  do,  and  I  was  concerned 
that  they  be  cared  for  as  proper  sub¬ 
ject  for  academic  study,”  said 
Herold.  “I  was  impressed  with  the 
meaningful  way  in  which  BYU  has 
presented  information  for  use  by  fu¬ 
ture  researchers.” 

Herold  has  tried  to  present  an 
accurate  picture  of  what  filmgoers 
saw  in  “the  golden  era  of  movies.” 
Included  in  the  collection  are  post¬ 
ers  from  20th  Century  Fox,  Disney, 
Paramount,  Universal,  Columbia 


and  MGM  studios. 

Herold’s  collection  has  posters  of 
all  sizes  and  types,  including  lobby 
cards,  inserts  and  posters  called 
“squares.”  Also  included  in  the  col¬ 
lection  are  several  series  of  mounted 
sheet  music. 

James  D’Arc,  curator  of  the  BYU 
Arts  and  Communications  Arc¬ 
hives,  says  the  posters  have  a  great 
value  because  they  represent  an 
irretrievable  part  of  past  movie 
going. 

“We  now  realize  what  valuable  re¬ 
search  tools  as  well  'as  aesthetic 
tools  these  posters  are,”  said  D’Arc. 

“The  whole  art  of  showmanship 
with  movie  advertising  has 
changed,”  he  said.  “Movies  are  now 
advertised  extensively  on  televi¬ 
sion,  and  print  art  no  longer  has  the 
same  impact  it  once  did.  These  post¬ 
ers  represent  the  passing  of  an  era.  ” 

Herold,  who  has  a  long  time  in¬ 
terest  in  the  movie  industry,  has 
many  posters  that  will  interest 
onlookers;  for  example,  a  poster  of  a 
young  Ingrid  Bergman  in  the  movie 
“Spellbound,”  or  a  poster  from  a 
Fred  Astaire  movie.  There  are 
movie  posters  which  show  westerns 
from  the  fifties  as  well  as  cartoon 
characters  from  that  era.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Sen.  William  Proxmire 
on  Tuesday  awarded  his  “Golden  Fleece”  to  the 
Federal  Highway  Administration  for  “hitting  the 
taxpayers  wih  a  $21  million  toll  to  pay  for  unused 
and  unneeded  roads  and  bridges.” 

The  Wisconsin  Democrat  gives  his  monthly  cita¬ 
tion  to  the  federal  agency  which  he  selects  for  a 
conspicuous  example  of  what  he  considers  to  be  a 
waste  of  money. 

FHA  officials,  asked  for  comment,  did  not  im¬ 
mediately  return  telephone  calls. 

Proxmire  said  that  in  one  FHA  region  covering 
Missouri,  Kansas,  Iowa  and  Nebraska,  FHA  au¬ 
ditors  “found  that  15  percent  of  the  highway  and 
bridge  projects  they  analyzed  were  either  un¬ 
needed  or  unused,  or  else  used  far  below  expecta¬ 
tions.”

Book  explains  ‘big’ 

Schwartz’s  story,  in  conjunction  with 
illustrator  Steven  Kellogg’s  whimsical 
watercolor  drawings,  seeks  to  explain  big 
things  in  a  small  way. 

“Kids  like  big  numbers.  They’re  kind  of 


intrigued  by  them.  They  don’t  have  any 
way  to  understand  them,”  he  said. 

“Adults  tend  to  prefer  to  skip  over  big 
numbers.  When  they  read  an  article,  their 
eyes  just  sort  of  skim  over  the  number  and 
what  they  get  out  of  that  is  ‘this  is  a  big 
number.’  ” 

Writing  the  book  involved  more  than 
simply  sitting  down  with  a  calculator, 
Schwartz  said. 

“I  came  up  with  different  ways  of  view¬ 
ing  a  million  and  billion  and  a  trillion,”  he 
said. 

He  did  so  by  selecting  examples  in  all 
dimensions:  distance,  area,  volume  and 
time. 

For  instance,  the  book  says,  “If  a  trillion 
kids  stood  on  top  of  each  other,  they  would 
reach  way,  way,  way  beyond  the  moon  — 
beyond  Mars  and  Jupiter,  and  almost  as 
far  as  Saturn’s  rings.” 

Or,  “If  you  found  a  goldfish  bowl  large 
enough  to  hold  a  billion  goldfish,  it  would 
be  as  big  as  a  stadium,”  the  book  reads.

In  Iceland,  historian  Snorri  Sturlson  wrote  about  chess  as 
early  as  the  13th  century.  In  1230,  he  wrote  in  his  “St.  Olaf  s 
Saga”  the  story  of  King  Canute  the  Great  of  Norway  ,  who  tried 
to  take  back  a  bad  move  during  a  chess  game.  When  his  opponent 
refused  to  let  the  king  have  his  way,  it  cost  him  his  life. 

Willard  Fiske,  author  of  the  1905  book  “Chess  in  Iceland,” 
thought  chess  might  have  come  from  England  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  12th  century. 

In  1931,  Soviet  world  champion  Alexsandr  Alekhin  was  play¬ 
ing  chess  in  a  building  close  to  the  Alting,  Iceland’s  Parliament, 
and  no  sooner  had  a  debate  on  the  state  budget  opened  than 
members  began  slipping  out  to  watch  him  play. 

Eventually,  the  speaker  suspended  the  session  because  he  was 
the  only  member  left.

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Provo  Canyon 
needs  work 

It  is  time  for  a  change  in  Provo  Canyon;  Already  this  year  six 
people  have  been  killed  in  car  accidents  on  this  road,  and  there  will 
probably  be  more  unless  some  improvements  are  made. 

Provo  Canyon  has  been  a  major  travel  artery  for  more  than  100 
years.  The  highway  has  seen  few  major  changes  in  the  last  half 
century.  The  route,  one  of  the  most  highly  used  in  the  state,  is  also 
one  of  the  most  dangerous. 

Twenty  years  ago  it  was  engineered  and  surveyed  for  widening 
and  upgrading.  But  plans  for  a  four-lane  highway  met  with  sus¬ 
tained  opposition  from  en¬ 
vironmentalists,  resulting 
in  an  extensive  and  costly 
environmental  impact 
study. 

At  that  time,  said  Skip 
Anderson,  District  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Utah  Department 
of  Transportation,  engineers  estimated  the  cost  of  building  a  four- 
lane  highway  through  the  entire  canyon  was  $4  million.  The  cost 
now  would  be  about  $25  million  for  only  four  miles  —  from  the 
Murdock  Diversion  Dam  to  Upper  Falls. 

In  recent  years,  deaths  resulting  from  traffic  accidents  in  the 
canyon  have  exceeded  those  on  the  so-called  “death  strip”  in  Juab 
County.  Six  people  have  been  killed  on  the  highway  this  year. 

Now,  however,  because  of  increased  cost  and  lack  of  funding, 
Anderson  wonders  when  and  if  the  project  will  go  through. 

Cuts  by  the  Utah  State  Legislature,  coupled  with  losses  result¬ 
ing  from  Gramm-Rudman-Hollings,  have  put  a  crimp  in  the  UDOT 
budget. 

Just  a  week  ago,  Anderson  said,  continuation  of  the  current 
widening  project  was  put  on  hold  for  lack  of  funds.  But  since  a 
recent  accident  in  the  canyon  in  which  five  members  of  an  Evan¬ 
ston,  Wyo.,  family  died,  the  pressure  is  on  to  go  forward. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  it  takes  a  tragedy  of  this  magnitude  to 
bring  priorities  to  the  forefront. 

Canyon  commuters  are  mounting  an  organized  campaign  to  stop 
truck  traffic  in  the  canyon.  Truckers,  on  the  other  hand,  are  taking 
exception,  claiming  high  safety  records  and  driving  abilities. 
While  this  may  be  so,  many  truckers  still  are  not  familiar  with 
Provo  Canyon,  and  they  often  speed,  cross  the  center  line  or 
tailgate  slower  travelers. 

Highway  officials  say  that  halting  truck  traffic  is  not  practical. 
The  alternate  route  through  Parley’s  Canyon  has  a  long,  sustained 
grade  that  would  cause  problems  with  runaway  trucks.  Ticketing 
truck  drivers  may  be  one  solution.  But  the  safest  and  most  logical 
answer  is  a  wider,  upgraded  highway  in  Provo  Canyon. 

Too  much  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  environmental  impact, 
with  not  enough  on  what  would  be  best  for  the  majority.

Aid  to  Nicaragua  would 


“Our  brave  young  men  are  dying  in  the  swamps 
of  southeast  Asia.  Which  of  them  might  have  writ¬ 
ten  a  poem?  Which  of  them  might  have  cured  can¬ 
cer?  Which  of  them  might  have  played  in  a  World 
Series  or  given  us  the  gift  of  laughter .  .  .  ?  It  is  our 
responsibility  to  let  these  men  live  ...  It  is  inde¬ 
cent  if  they  die  because  of  the  empty  vanity  of  their 
country.”  (Robert  F.  Kennedy,  1968). 

With  the  recent  proposal  in  Congress  to  give  the 
Contras  in  Nicaragua  $100  million  of  U.S.  aid,  a 
curious  phenomenon  has  occurred:  some  might  call 
it  deja  vu.  Others  might  call  it  Vietnam  II. 

In  the  above  quotation,  the  words  Southeast. 
Asia  could  easily  Le  replaced  with  South  America. 
The  justifications  sound  eerily  the  same,  whether 
uttered  by  Nixon  or  Reagan. 

What  is  it  that  President  Reagan  is  really  saying 
when  he  states  that  aid  should  be  sent,  that  we  have 
a  responsibility  to  defend  the  “freedom”  fighters  in 
that  country? 

Isn’t  that  how  Vietnam  started?  Didn’t  we  hear 
for  years  different  lies  about  Vietnam,  sending 


troops  to  Cambodia  and  other  areas  only  to  find  out 
when  it  was  too  late  that  they  were  lies. 

In  addition  to  evaluating  the  political  rhetoric 
surrounding  Soviet  intervention,  drug  smuggling 
and  human  rights  violations,  Americans  must  ex¬ 
amine  the  morality  of  U.S.  involvement.  Is  it  right 
for  the  United  States  to  play  policeman  to  the 
world?  Is  it  right  for  us  to  interfere  in  other  coun¬ 
tries’,  other  peoples’  affairs?  If  the  answer  is  yes, 
then  where  did  this  right  come  from? 

Some  argue  that  it  is  our  duty  to  interfere  be¬ 
cause  the  Soviet  Union  is  interfering.  Do  two 
wrongs  make  a  right?  Is  that  what  we  are  taught? 

Can  we  win  peace  by  blowing  our  brothers  and 
sisters  out  of  existence?  Who  gave  the  United 
States  the  right  to  even  decide  that  issue  in  the  first 
place? 

Some  people,  even  here  at  BYU,  seem  to  think 
that  it  is  a  god-given  right  for  the  United  States  tq 
do  the  same  thing  in  the  world  that  the  Soviet 
Union  is  doing.  They  seem  to  think  that  peace  can 
only  come  by  nuclear  holocaust.

Aquino  is  creating  a  new 
Philippine  dictatorship 


Last  week  Philippine  President  Corazon  Aquino  re¬ 
leased  a  draft  of  the  new  Philippine  constitution.  The 
draft,  according  to  an  Associated  Press  report,  gives 
Aquino  the  law-making  powers  of  the  National  Assembly 
and  prohibits  any  court  from  questioning  her  authority  or 
the  validity  of  any  law  she  decrees. 

This  looks  very  much  like  the  first  step  former  president 
Marcos  took  on  his  way  to  becoming  dictator.  On  Sept.  21, 
1972,  when  Marcos’  term  was  coming  to  an  end  and  the 
constitution  prevented  his  re-election,  Marcos  declared 
martial  law  to  combat  a  communist  threat.  The  Philippine 
constitution  provided  an  emergency  measure  toextendthe 
president’s  term,  and  the  emergency  situation  with  the 
communists  lasted  years. 

Then  Marcos  changed  his  tactics  and  told  the  people 
they  needed  to  be  reformed  into  a  new  society.  According 
to  an  article  by  Francisco  F.  Claver,  the  ex-bishop  of 
Malaybalay,  Bukidnon,  Philippines,  in  Commonweal,  “He 


(Marcos)  was,  in  effect,  telling  us  that  we  could  not  as  a 
people  reach  the  high  goals  of  necessary  progress  and 
development  unless  he,  Marcos,  had  all  the  power  in  his 
hands  to  lead  and  direct  at  every  step  of  the  way.  So  he 
took  it  —  unasked.” 

Mrs.  Aquino  is  also  softening  the  blow  of  dictatorship. 
She  calls  her  government  a  democracy  and  the  population 
will  be  able  to  vote  on  the  new  constitution,  but  once  the 
constitution  goes  into  effect,  there  is  little  to  check 
Aquino’s  power.  Even  if  Mrs.  Aquino  does  not  abuse  her 
position  as  ultimate  law-maker,  what  is  to  prevent  a  future 
president  from  doing  so? 

Mrs.  Aquino  should  work  with  the  National  Assembly 
to  enact  her  legislation,  like  the  President  of  the  United 
States  and  Congress  work  together,  in  order  to  set  a 
precedent  for  other  Philipine  presidents  to  follow  and 
prevent  another  dictator  like  Marcos.
